Tuesday. March 2, was the 
perfect day to begin a project. 

When the carpentry studct 
from Shelton 's Fredd campus ar- 
rived on-site at I p.m.. it was warm 
and the sun shone brightly. Wear- 
ing their Shelton State t-shirts, the 
students unloaded the equipment 
they would need to begin work on 
the frame of the newest Habitat for 
Humanity house. 

Members from Holy Spirit 
Catholic Church approached Dave 
Sanders, instructor of carpentry at 



Shelton, about a month ago with the 
idea that his students set up the 
frame for the house. Sanders appre- 
ciates the opportunity his students 
have been given. "They(Hol> Spirit 
were kind enough to let us help 
them." said Sanders. 

The students began by setting 
up the baiter boards, which outline 

the exterior and interior walls of the 
structure. Sanders explained that 
once they completed putting the 
batter boards up an aerial view of 
the site would make it appear that 
the blueprint of the house had been 
transferred to the ground.

Using the plans, the students 
placed posts at the four corners of 
the lot, pounding them into the 

ground wiihasledgehammer. They 
then made sure that their measure- 
ments were level. 

Sanders supervised their ac- 
tions, but only had to step in a lew 
times to make sure they were do 
ing things correctly. He explained 
that they have practiced this kind 
of work many times in the course 
of their studies.

Classes may come, and 
classes may go. Major programs 
are started up — and some are left 
behind. You might not notice one 
way or another. But you can't 
help but notice when a college 
undertakes a major landscaping 
project. 

And Shelton is in the middle 
of a rather large one — of about 
S 480.000. The project includes 
the placing of a brick and wrought- 
iron fence across the complete 
front of the campus, the planting 
of hundreds of trees, shrubs, and 
the placing of signs in front of the 
campus and in front of the build- 
ing. 

The work has two major 
components. The construction is 
being done by DRM Utilities, a 
Tuscaloosa firm, and the planting 
is being done by Shelton land- 
scaping director and instructor 
DennisCrim. Thegrant also made 



possible the purchase of the 
greenery used in the landscap- 
ing. 

The "hardscaping" work, 
as Crim terms it, is being done 
through an ISTEA grant. The 
pleasant-sounding acronym is 
actually administered by the De- 
partment of Transportation and 
stands for the Intermodal Sur- 
face and Transportation and En- 
hancement Act. Shelton will 
cover about S80.0(K) of the cost. 
with the other $400,000 coming 
from the government grant. 

It would take another quar- 
ter-mi I lion dollars to do the work 
of the ever-friendly, ever-smil- 
ing and seemingly alwvi\s work- 
ing Crim. He and two part-time 
assistants (work-studv student Ja- 
>n Crane works 19 hours per 
week and Maurice Wyatl works

Roberts reviews... Rushmore

The only word to describe Rushmore is 
odd, I loved this film, but it is certainly not for 
everyone. Starring Bill Murray, Jason 
Schwartzman and Olivia Williams, Rt4shmore is 
the story of a young prep school student's pas- 
sions. 

Max Fischer (Schwartzman) is a pioneer at 
Rushmore, He has started more clubs and is 
involved in more activities than anyone can pos- 
sibly imagine. He is also a terrible student. You 
gelagreat glimpse into his character by his simple 
quote, 4< Everyone should find something they 
love to do, and do it for the nest of their lives. Mine 
is going to Rushmore " Jason Schwartzman, in 
his first film, plays this difficult role very well. 
Max is a loner who only seems to show his true 
emotions through the plays that he writes and 
directs. But Max soon turns his passion from 
school and his plays to a young teacher. Also in 
love with that young teacher is Max's only true 
friend, Herman Blume (Murray). 

Blume is the school's biggest donor and 
lakes an instant liking to Fischer because of his 
passion and his honesty. At the end of his own 
happiness, he finds himself first wrapped up in 
Max's passions, and then in love with the same 
woman as Max. This role brings out the absolute 
best in Bill Murray. After winning the awards for 
best supporting actor from the National Society of 
Film Critics, the Los Angeles Film Critics Soci- 
ety, and the New York Film Critics Society, and 



receiving a nomination from the Golden 
Globes, Murray was mysteriously left off of 
the Academy Award nominations. And that 
is ashame. This isMurray'sbest performance 
since Ghostbusters. While amusing in films 
like Groundhog Day and What About Bob?, 
Munay reaches a level he hasn't been at in 1 5 
years. 

The object of both heroes' affection is 
Rosemary Cross (Olivia Williams, The Post- 
man). As the movie unfolds, and Max finds 
out about the relationship between Herman 
and Rosemary, a war begins. A simple war of 
pranks that is so-o ver-the-top it had me rolling 
in the aisle. 

Rushmore has that over-lhe-top feel of 
many of the 1980s comedies. Director Wes 
Anderson, w r hose only prior film credit was 
the obscure Bottle Rocket, took that sly le to the 
fullest He never tries to disguise the fact he is 
simply trying to make you laugh. The film 
delves deep into the hearts of its main charac- 
ters, but only to serve the purpose of humor. 

This is not a comedy like There's 
Something About Mary. It's more akin to '80s 
cult classics like Better Off Dead. If that is 
your style, I highly recommend Rasfimore.

Keep looking up!" By Dr. Lee Albritton E 



During the month of March, 
keep watching Venus, the planel 
named for the goddess of love and 
beauty, as she slowly moves from 
Jupiter, the largest planet, to Sat- 
urn, the second-largest planet. 
Venus is very easy to find: simply 
look in the western sky after sun- 
set for the brightest of those three 
planets. 

Venus, Earth's sister planet, 
is almost the same size as Earth, " 
and is the second planet from the 
sun. Her atmosphere, however, is 
markedly different from ours — it 
is much denser, completely cov- 



ers the planet in clouds, and is al- 
most entirely made of carbon diox- 
ide. One would literally be crushed 
on the surface of Venus by the great 
atmospheric pressure (90 times 
greater than Earth's), and Venus 
gets her brightness because of the 
clouds reflecting a large amount 
(about 75%) of the sun's light. 

Carbon dioxide is referred to 
as a greenhouse gas because it traps 
heat in a planet's atmosphere and 
causes the planet to warm — global 
warming. Because of the high per- 
centage of carbon dioxide, Venus 
has abnormally high surface tern- 



eraiures (almost 900° F.). Due 
the burning of fossil fuel and 
subsequent release of carbon di- 
oxide, Earth is starting to have a 
global warming problem, which I 
am sure that you have read and 
heard about in the news. 

So, Keep Looking Up dur- 
ing March and enjoy our bright, 
sister planet — Venus — as she 
moves away from Jupiter on the 
horizon and up toward Saturn. 
Planets orbit the Sun in a plane, 
the ecliptic; therefore, these three 
planets will be in almost a vertical 
line from where the sun sets. Be 
sure to observe on March 19 and 
20, for that is when Venus and 
Saturn will be the closest to each 
other.

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24 hours) are planting 2,000 
shrubs, 45 one-gallon buckets of 
monkey grass, 12,000 yards of 
sod and some 500 trees. The tree 
varieties include red maples, river 
birch, willow oaks, 25 southern 
magnolias, bald cypress, red oak. 
dogwoods, ginkgoes. and others. 
The trees are being supplied by 
Ilex Farms of Tuscaloosa County. 

"One of the best things 
about this grant is that we ha\e 
been able to get all the work done 
and the trees and plants supplied 
locally/' said Crim. "It has been 
a real boon for the local 
economy. 

The whole Shelton new 
campus project has been good for 
Crim, he says* Hired to teach 
classes in landscaping and to over- 
sec the beautification of the new 
campus, Crim says this is the best 
job he has had in 19 years in the 
business. 

These years have included 
stints as superintendent at Cedar 
Creek Golf course in Birming- 
ham, more than nine years at In- 
dian Hills Club in Tuscaloosa, 
and six years running his own 
landscaping business. " The ben- 
efits here are great, and I think 
the people here are very friendly. 
I am enjoying this work very

much" Crim said. 

The official landscape archi- 
tecture for this latest project was 
done by Jim Crowe of CSA in Mo- 
bile. Crim said this firm has been 
successful on bidding many Alabama 
projects because Crowe and his as- 
sociates know how to gel the paper- 
work just right lor Dee Rowe, the 
Montgomery official who oversees 
the awarding of grants. 

Crim says he has made only 
small adjustments to Crowe's plan, 
which he calls a very good one. 
Because Crowe is a certified land- 
scape architect, he can also make the 
electrical specifications for the 10- 
inch signs being placed. 

Another Shelton person who 
can stand up for credit is Sieve Coker, 
who wrote the grant to the Alabama 
Department of Transportation. But 
as Shelton President Tom Umphrey 
said recently, "So many people have 
worked hard to make this campus 
possible/' Legislators past and 
present have cast an approving eye 
on the Shelton effort. 

President Umphrey seems to 
take as much delight in the finishing 
touches being put to the campus 
grounds as he did to the original 
construction. Surveying the grounds, 
he said, 'Tm excited by all this beau- 
tiful landscaping work. As the trees, 
sod, and shrubs mature, this campus 
is going to be every bit as impressive 
outside as the instruction we offer 
inside."

The students seemed excited and 
eager to begin working. For many of the 
1 Ostudents involved, this is the first project 
on which they have worked. The students 
were glad to get the experience, and they 
were happy about helping someone in 
need in the process. 

"Name one other thing that brings 
more people together. You can walk by (a 
house) and say I did that; it gives you a real 
sense of accomplishment," Horace Gardner 
said about his choosing carpentry. 

Some of the students expressed some 
worries about doing a good job. Once they 
got more comfortable on-site, the students 
quit joking around with each and focused 
more on the job at hand. 

They called back and forth to each 
other, asking for specific tools and cor- 
recting the actions of other students. The 
only hints any passers-by would have that 
the people working that afternoon were 
not professionals were their Shelton State 
t-shirts. 

Most of the students involved are 
more than half of the way through the 
year-long carpentry program offered on 
the Frcdd campus. The students in the 
class tend to be older, seeking to find belter 
employment through the program. This is 
what student Gal trey Buggs says attracted 



him to carpentry. He s&) S it is a better way of 
life. "There is lots of opportunity and I like 
doing things with my hands." 

Other projects the class has completed 
include pouring the steps at the unemployment 
office Opportunities like this might help to 
ensure that they themselves never have to use 
those very steps. 

Sanders said he would like to involve his 
students in more community projects where 
they could get building experience. "We re 
working with the only two organizations we 
know of: this one and Christmas in April. This 
will be worth more to them than six weeks in the 
classroom/ 1 Sanders said. 

It should take about 10 days for the 
students to complete framing the house. Due to 
rainy weather construction on the frame of the 
house probably will not be completed until near 
the end of March. 

The house is being built in the Oak 
Park section in western Tuscaloosa near Slillman 
College. Holy Spirit Catholic Church is spon- 
soring the building of the house for Habitat for 
Humanity. 

Habitat is a charitable organization that 
builds houses for people who demonstrate need. 
The people selected to receive homes are re- 
quired to spend time working on their new 
home and another Habitat home. This house is 
being built for a single mother of two.

Moon Link Project will be a blast 
for visiting junior high students 



The college will play host 
to seventh, eighth, and ninth- 
grade students from Collins-Riv- 
erside Junior High School on 
Saturday, March 20, from 9:30- 
1 1 :30 a.m. At that time, the col- 
lege, in partnership with the 
school , with a new educational 
project, Moon link, courtesy of 
NASA. 

NASA's Lunar Prospector 
Mission is managed and con- 
trolled through the agency's 
Ames research Center, which is 
offering this educational program 
designed for middle and high 
school students. They are given 
a chance lo become actively in- 
volved in this mission. 

A year ago, the Lunar Pros- 
pector spacecraft was launched 
for a one-year mapping mission 



in lunar orbit. The satellite will 
gather data on themoon's surface 
composition, out-gassing events, 
gravity , and magnetic fields. This 
data will lead to a greater under- 
standing of the origin, evolution, 
current state, and resources of the 
moon. 

Through Moonlink, stu- 
dents will learn about the lunar 
environment and make discover- 
ies along with the Prospector sci- 
ence team. 

The program is accessible 
through the World Wide Web 
and operates best in a computer 
lab with Internet access. As host, 
Shelton will provide the comput- 
ers, and Darrcll Wright, computer 
instructor, will be on hand lo as- 
sist students.
